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Sacramento Shops Have Built 143 Locomotives 


T WAS in October, 1872, that the 

first locomotive, C. P. 173, was 

turned out of the General Shops at 
Sacramento for service on the present 
Southern Pacific Lines. The little en- 
gine, big in its time, was a beautiful 
appeating machine, fairly glistening 
with its brass trimmings and bands 
holding the jacket in place, the elabor- 
ate brass builders plate between the 
mud guards, numbers and lettering in 
red shaded with green and gold, great 
broad stripes of gold edged with green 
and red around the tank and on the 
steam and sand dome, cab grained and 
varnished, and a beautiful painting of 
Yosemite Valley on each side of the 
headlight. 

The building of this locomotive mark- 
ed the establishing of a great indus- 
try at Sacramento which now ranks 
with the greatest in the West; where 
everything from tiny bolts to huge 
locomotives and working beams for 
steamers can be manufactured; and 
where employment is provided for a 
normal force of 3100 people. 

A few days ago the most recently 
built locomotive, No. 4328, a 4-8-2 or 
mountain type, was christened at the 
shops. Business men and civic leaders of 
Sacramento joined with Southern Pa- 
cific people in celebrating this crown- 
ing achievement. The 4328 is the first 
of eighteen locomotives of the same 
type to be built at the Sacramento 
shops during 1925-26 at a total cost of 
about $1,500,000. 

Comparison of the new No. 4328 and 
the first No. 173 gives an idea of loco- 
motive development during 53 years.

No. 173 had a tractive power of 14,- 
480 pounds, weight in working order 
66,000 pounds, length about 52 feet, 
diameter of drivers 54 inches, and cyl- 
inders 17x24 inches. No, 4328 has a 
tractive power of 67,660 pounds, 
weighs 614,200 pounds in working or- 
der, is 97 feet 614 inches long, dia- 
meter of drivers 7334 inches, and cyl- 
inders 28x30 inches. 

Since No, 173 went into service in 
1872 a total of 142 locomotives have 
been built at Sacramento shops, 63 
having been built since 1917, inciud- 
ing the new No. 4328. 

The first ten jocomotives built at 
the shops, all of the 4-4-0 type, were 
used in both freight and passenger 
service and gave wonderful perform- 
ance. Most of them were in service 
until 1906. The first engine was 
equipped with a crosshead pump for 
putting water in the boiler and_ the 
steam chests were equipped with C. P. 
automatic self-feed oilers, but evidently 
were not relied upon as tallow oilers 
were also applied. G. A. Stoddard 
was in charge of design of the loco- 
motive, W. H. Milliken was master 
mechanic of shops, J. J. McCormack 
was foreman of erecting shop, C. F. 
Shields was superintendent of boiler 
shop, A. F. Lashells was superin- 
tendent of blacksmith shop, and A. J. 
Stevens was general master mechanic. 

In 1881 the shops were given an 
order for 7 engines to operate the local 
trains at Oakland. Mr. Stoddard de- 
signed an engine of the 2-6-2 type that 
operated equally well in either direc- 
tion, and the*first one was turned out 


in December, 1881. These engines had 
cylinders 16 in. x 24 in.; drivers 48 in. 
diameter and weighed 100,000 tbs, 
when built. The weight was later in- 
creased to 103,800 ibs. These little en- 
gines were in service at Oakland on the 
local runs until the line was electrified: 

In 1882 the C. P. 229 was designed 
and built at Sacramento Shops. This 
was something bigger than had ever 
been attempted and interest was at- 
tracted from all parts of the country. 
This engine was of the 4-8-0 or 12- 
wheel type and was designed for sery- 
ice over the Sierra Nevada mountains. 
It was equipped with steam brakes on 
drivers and had a steam reversing gear 
on account of the construction of 
valves, which were heavy and worked 
one on top of the other so that it was 
hard for enginemen to reverse her. 

The following is the general data of 
this engine as originally built: Diameter 
of cylinders 19 in. x 30 in. stroke, dia- 
meter of drivers 54 in, later increased 
to 56 in, diameter, steam pressure 140 
Ibs., weight of engine loaded 123,000 
Ibs.. weight on drivers 106,050 Ibs., 
maximum pull of draw bar 22,500 Ibs. 
on a grade of 105 feet to the mile 8 
degree curves, hauling 19 loaded cars 
of 388% tons. 

This engine was quite successful and 
later on the Cocke Locomotive Works 
was given an order for 19 or 20 more 
just like her including double valves, 
steam brakes and steam reverse gear. 
This locomotive has been rebuilt and 
renumbered and is now 2925 and is still 
in service. 

The 229 was such a success that Mr.

It had the exact appearance of C. P. 173, which was the first locomotive built at the shops in October, 1872. The. queer looking 
engine just below is of the type used in the Oakland local service before those lines were electrified. The “Ei Gobernador,”. shown next 
below, was one of the most famous locomotives ever built at the Sacramento Shops and attracted world wide attention when built in 
1883 hecause wf its size and power. A description of the various types of locomotives built at Sacramento since 1872 is contained in 
the accompanying article. Sacramento shopmen shown working on various stages of building the latest mountain type locomotives 
are, reading top to bottom: Machinist S. J. Dennis, better known as “Stew,” turning up a side red collar; Boilermaker Mike Brushia 
wand Helper Joseph Lewis driving 14% inch rivets with a 90-lb. air hammer on one of the boilers of the locomotives. Strain in’ driving 
such Jarge vivets has been relieved by using a spring yoke attached to the hammer, a device gotten out by General Foreman Boiler- 
maker F. J. Hickey. Machinist Charlie Hills, a veteran in such work, is drilling one of the cylinders, 
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Stevens was tempted to build a still 
larger engine, and in 1883 built the 
now famous C, P. 237 and named her 
“El Gobernador,” which is Spanish for 
“The Governor.” This locomotive had 
a type of valve gear that was the be- 
ginning of the Stevens Valve gear. The 
valves were rotary balanced, with dou- 
ble admission and were driven by 
Stevens Valve gear employing one ec- 
centric on each side and reversing from 
the rocker, which was connected to 
cross head with a union arm. Wide 
interest was created in this new valve 
gear and this, coupled with the fact 
that it was such a big engine, caused 
the 237 to be spoken of and pictures 
to be published in journals all over the 
world. 

The cylinders of this engine were 21 
in. diameter x 36 in. stroke, driving 
wheels were 57 in, diameter, diameter 
of boiler 56 in., No, of flues 178—214 
in. diameter 16 feet—2%4 in. long, 
steam pressure 140 Ibs., total heating 
surface 1,839.2 sq. ft. weight of en- 
gine loaded 146,000 Ibs. 


This engine was considered the last 
word in locomotive construction. The 
brakes were steam operated and on each 
side of wheel similar to the clasp 
brakes on tenders and cars of today. 
Howard Stillman was draftsman in 
charge of design and Jim Ray had 
charge of construction. After the en- 
gine was built it v kept at Sacra- 
mento for nearly a year as the bridges 
were not deemed strong enough to sup- 
port it. While it was at Sacramento, 
whenever a large tourist train was ¢x- 
pected the 237 was steamed up and 
when the time was right would pull a 
Jong string of cars past the passen- 
ger station to the wonder and amaze- 
ment of the passengers. She was fin- 
ally taken to Sumner, now Bakers- 
field, and was used as a pusher in 
heavy trains, but was considered too 
big to be turned on the table, Also 
for a jong time all trains had orders 
to take the sidings when meeting C. P. 
237, Her days were finally ended 
when in July, 1894. she was broken up 
at Sacramento. Her boiler did service 
for years afterwards as a stationary 
hoiler. 

In 1885 the first of the Stevens valve 
gear engines was built at Sacramento 
and from the records at hand No. 19, 
later 1762, and still later 2208, was the 
first of these to be built. No. 19 was a 
ten-wheeler, 4-6-0 type, cylinder 18 in. 
x 30 in, drivers 56 in. diameter and 
weighed 112,200 Ibs. in working order. 
In 1887-1888 there were a number more 
built of this same type. It was placed 
in service on the Oregon run using 
wood for fuel. Coal was used over the 
mountain and down the valley, but 
wood was used on the Siskiyou moun- 
tains, 

In 1886 the 122, 123 and 125 were 
turned out of Sacramento Shops. These 
were 8 wheelers, or 4-4-0 type and 
were equipped with A. J. Stevens valve 
gear. They were passenger engines 
designed for speed and had cylinders 
17 in. x 26 in.: drivers 68 in. diameter 
and weighed 88,500 Ibs. in working or- 
der. They were found to be too heavy 
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Harry Ingram, machinist at Sacramento 
shops, shown here operating a double headed 
shaper, probably has a record for length of 
service at one particular machine. The 
shaper was instaHed in 1903 and Mr. Ingram 
has been running it ever since, and doing a 
fine job of it too, according to Superintendent 
H. Venter. Mr. Ingram is 66 years old, 
the oldest employe in the shops, and first 
went to work in June, 1879. He is hale and 
hearty and expects to easily stay on the job 
the four more years before he retires on 
pension, 


on the truck and the truck journals 
ran hot, so a pair of equalizers had to 
be put on outside of the truck wheels 
and the axles lengthened so that the 
truck axles had four hearings. 

During the years 1886, 1887 and 1888 
there were a large number of engines 
bu‘it at Sacramento, mostly 4-6-0 type 
and 4-4-0 type. These were all equip- 
ped with Stevens valve gear In addi- 
tion to these there were built 13 con- 
solidation locos or 2-8-0 type. These 
were always called “Stevens’ Monkey 
hogs” by the men. They were equip- 
ped with Stevens valve gear or 
Stevens “Monkey Motion” as it was 
frequently calied. They got this name 
from the fact that when in motion the 
eccentric rod, or “gafloping rod," had 
the appearance of a monkey hopping 
along. 

The Stevens valve gear had much 
the appearance of the present day V 
schaert valve gear, but was different 
in one respect. There were two valves 
one for each end of the cylinder and 
one rod worked the forward valve 
and was worked off of the crosshead; 
the rear valve was hollow to allow the 
forward rod to pass through. The en- 
gines were reversed through the me- 
dium of a rocker. 

Of the engines built at Sacramento 
during the early days there remain in 
service today 2925, originally No. 229, 
2187, which was originally 213, 2197, 
which was original'y 241, 1421, which 
was originally 266 aud 2 or 3 of the 
old focal engines. These fatter are 
doing service as shop switchers. 

During the World War, Southern 
Pacific. finding itself in need of en- 
gines and not being able to obtain 
them from their builders decided on a 
large program of construction. 

The result was the building of 14 
consolidations or 2-8-0 type at Sac- 
ramento Shops the first one being No, 
2839 turned out in August, 1917, These 
were followed by orders for 2 Pacifics 
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or 4-6-2 type, 5 Moguls or 2-6-0 type, 
il ten wheelers or 4-6-0 type, and 34 
switchers or 0-6-0 type. All of these 
have given excellent service and have 
been in the shop but a small amount 
of time. The two Pacifics have given 
an excellent account of themselves, 

Sacramento shop employes and sup- 
ervisory forces are now taking great 
interest and pride in building of the 
4-8-2 or Mountain type locomotives, 
and are giving their best efforts toward 
turning out a master piece of locomo- 
tive construction. 


STATION MASTER’S KINDNESS

“To St. Paul, the Alturas line_will 
be 46 miles longer than the Great 
Northern and 19 miles shorter than the 
Northern Pacific, 

“To Omaha, the Alturas line will be 


promote the na- 
tural development 
of territory in 
Oregon on_ the 
Neva da-Califor- 
nia-Oregon Rail- 
way, including the 
timbered areas in 
the Lakeview 
Basin; second, 
through our tak- 
ing an interest in 
the Oregon, Cali- 
fornia & Eastern 
road, those lines 
will be extended 
to make available 
the timber re- 
sources tributary 
to the Sprague 
River and the 
Williamson and 
Sycan rivers; 
third, through the 
Natron cutoff we 
will serve the 
Cascade and 
Klamath region. 

“The Klamath 
and Lakeview 
basing will be made fully accessible and 
timber that nature has made tributary 
to those basins will find its proper out- 
let. The new lines will give the farm- 
ing and live stock interests of both 
basins access to markets east and 
west, north and south, by the shortest 
lines possible and double: tracked for 
the most part.” 

Mr. Sproule’s testimony with re- 
spect to the new main line east from 
Oregon was based on applications of 
the Company for authority from the 
Interstate Commerce Commission to 
construct a line of railroad from 
Klamath Falls on the new Natron cut- 
off line, southeasterly through the 
Tule Lake country, to the broad- 
gauged Nevada-California-Oregon at 
Alturas, thence via Ogden to the east. 

The Southern Pacific line from 
Klamath Falls via Natron to Portland, 
the witness pointed out, is 117 miles 
less than to Portland via Bend over 
the proposed Oregon Trunk fine. Mr. 
Sproule also cited the following com-

if the application of O. C. & E. has 
the approval of the commission there 
is no question that the Strahorn Line, 
in which the Southern Pacific will 
have a joint interest, will care prop- 
erly for ali traffic needs in the tim- 
ber and valley country lying to the 
northeast and east of Klamath Falls 
and the Natron cutoff will care for the 
remainder, excepting only that which 
is adjacent to the Oregon Trunk rather 
than to the Klamath Falls, 

“The Strahorn application includes

330 miles shorter than the Northern 
Pacific via Billings. 

“To Kansas City, the Alturas line 
will be 368 miles shorter than the 
Northern Pacific via Billings.” The 
witness said: 

“Southern Pacific plans provide fa- 
cilities for all traffic of the Klamath 
territory superior to those proposed 
by the Oregon Trunk and without dup- 
lication. We oppose entry into this 
territory by that line as not in the 
public interest, but as representing a 
real detriment to the public through 
dividing between two lines a business 
which is not more than enough for 
the support of one. It is against the 
public interest to construct more rail- 
ways than are needed. Excess con- 
struction only results in a lame re- 
turn upon the money put into the 
lines, with an inferior service by each 
of them and a burden upon the public.” 

Regarding the Kiamath-Tule Lake- 
Alturas ine, Mr. Sproule said: “If the 
Oregon Trunk Line is not built and 


Pacific main line, 
but not passing 
through Lake- 
view, in fact, we 
have reached a 
decision and have publicly announced 
what we want to do in this respect. 
We have applied for permission to 
construct a line from Klamath Falls 
to Cornell and have concluded that 
the most suitable through route for a 
connection with our Central Pacific 
main line will be to continue the _pro- 
posed Klamath Falls line across Tule 
Lake to a connection with N.C. O., as 
planned in 1908, but not having deter- 
mined upon the place at which it would 
connect, we originally applied to the 
commission for permission to build to 
Cornell. Since this hearing has been 
called our engineers have made further 
reports which point to the general di- 
rection of Alturas as the more direct 
and serviceable route, and we have, 
on October 2, filed with the commis- 
sion in Washington formal application 
for authority to construct accordingly. 

“Construction of a line from Kiam~- 
ath Falls to Cornell will open up to 
rail transportation some 150,000 acres 
of farming or pasture land. It is not ex- 
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pected that the local traffic will itself 
prove sufficiently remunerative for a 
long time, but we ask the commission 
to consider in connection with our 
present application that this is part of 
a through line from Oregon to Nevada, 
Utah, and east via Nevada-California- 
Oregon Railway, with Central Pacific 
through Ogden.” 

As to construction expenditures, Mr. 
Sproule said: 

“Expenditures of over thirty-six and 
one-half millions of dollars for the 
Natron line passing through Klamath 
Falis have an intimate bearing upon 
these applications, one of which, to- 
wit, that of the Oregon Trunk, would 
imperil this large investment, while 
the other will safeguard it. Further 
and proposed investments of $15,029,- 
000 are those with which this hearing 
directly deats, these con of our 
interest in the O. C. & E. Railway and 
its proposed extensions, proposed in- 
yestment in Nevada-California-Oregon 
Railway and the standard gauging of 
that road, the proposed construction 
by Southern Pacific from Klamath 
Falls to Cornell and its extension from 
Corneli to Alturas. On the Natron 
Hine, now nearing completion, we will 
have spent $36,565,000, which, with the 
$15,029,000 covered by our present ap- 
plications, will make our total invest- 
ment from Black Butte summit via 
Grass Lake to Klamath Falls, Natron 
and Springfield on the one hand, and 
from Klamath Falls to Fernley and 


Lakeview on the other hand, total 
$51,596,000. 
“Wei wish to supplement and 


strengthen the greater Investment by 
improving the service and giving it 
greater dispatch.” 

After noting that Southern Pacific 
development plans in South Central 
Oregon were tied up for years by the 
central Pacific litigation, Mr. Sproule 
said: 


Why Did They Wait? 


“It may be pointed out that the Ore- 
gon Trunk interests were unham- 
pered by government intervention and 
Htigation such as we experienced and 
were free and able to undertake con- 
struction at any time since. they 
reached Bend in 1911. So why did they 
wait fourteen years until the South- 
ern Pacific had received permission to 
complete its Natron line and had made 
very heavy expenditures in conse- 
quence? Why did they wait until Mr. 
Strahorn had perfected his plans and 
built forty miles of his railroad and 
made application for extensions? Ap- 
plication by us for permission to build 
a line to Bend to participate in the 
lumber traffic there would be quite 
as much in order, and as little serve 
public convenience or necessity. 

“Finally, as to the Oregou Trunk: 
Why have they been silent and made 
no move during the Jong years of our 
pioneering, in which we have been in 
good faith making such large invest- 
ments in the Klamath region, which 
has become productive through the en- 
terprise of its citizens conjointly with 
ourselves? The obvious reason is that 

they have been waiting for us to put

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S. P. EXHIBITS MINERALS AT 
NEW YORK EXPOSITION

At the Tenth Chemical Industries 
Exposition held recently at the Grand 
Central Palace, New York City, the 
Geological Department of the South- 
ern Pacific Company exhibited indus- 
trial minerals from more than 400 de- 
posits which are located tributary to 
its lines in the western states. 

The work of gathering information 
about these western mineral deposits 
has only been under way for a year, 
and other deposits are being brought 
to our attention daily, yet we displayed 
samples from several times as many 
deposits as were shown by the other 
three exhibiting railroads combined. 
The showing made by this company 
is evidence that the West is a vast 
storehouse of mineral wealth—non- 
metallic as well as metallic—and a 
source of supply for the needs of the 
entire country. 

The publicity being sent out by the 
Geological Department benefits the 
Company by increasing freight and 
passenger revenues. It contributes 
prosperity to the community where the 
deposit is located and again to the 
communities whose factories use the 
raw minerals. 

A pamphlet was distributed at the 
booth inviting manufacturers using 
minerals in their production to avail 
themselves of the industrial mineral 
service of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany. The Geological Department, as 
stated above, has had under way for 
the past year a survey of the industrial 
mineral resources of the West and its 
service to manufacturers consists in 
the furnishing of information as to 
ownership, location, size, quality of ma- 
terial and other pertinent data, which 
it has assembled into lists, a separate 
one being issued for each mineral. 

Thousands of visitors to the Exposi- 
tion were given “California for the 
Tourist” and “Santa Barbara,” two 
very beautiful booklets issued by the 
Passenger Department. A large box 
of California greens which arrived too 
late for use in decorating the booth 
was given to women visitors and made 
a very pleasing impression.

FRIENDSHIP OF PUBLIC IS IN 
HANDS OF EMPLOYES 


“Public relations which are worthy 
of the name flower after much cultiva- 
tion and generally slow growth, Char- 
acter and a reputation for good serv- 
ice, good will, fair dealing, courtesy 
and sincerity must be established.” 

This was one of the main points 
made by Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioner Ernest I. Lewis, in an ad- 
dress before the National Association 
of Railroad and Utilities, Commission- 
ers, at Washington, D. C., in October. 
Mr. Lewis is chairman of the Public 
Relations Committee of the Association 
and in his address he discussed the im- 
proved relations between public utili- 
ties and the public. between shipper 
and carrier, and the relations of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, it- 
self, with the public. 

“There is nothing ephemeral about 
good public refations work. Personal 
contact is a great factor. The station 
agent, service man, trouble shooter, the 
girl at the window where bills are 
paid, and the man to whom complaint 
is made, are the visible personal ele- 
ments of the carrier or utility. Their 
cottact with the patron can warm or 
freeze, or at least favorably or unfa- 
vorably affect the public. But back of 


them must be the direction which im- 
parts character, establishes reputation,

the co-operation of advisory boards of 
persons or organizations interested in 
the public welfare. They interest them- 
selves in the growth of the community 
and its social, educational and aesthetic, 
as well as its industrial and financial 
development.
